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THIRD PROVINCIAL BAND AND ORCHESTRA CLINIC 
PROMISES TO BE WELL ATTENDED BY MUSICIANS 


The third Provincial Band and Or¬ 
chestra Clinic, to be held at Olds August 
5 -12, promises to be the largest ever. 
Practically all sections of the band of 50 
have been filled, with only a few open¬ 
ings remaining in the horn, flute, oboe 
and string sections. 

It is expected that all instrumentalists 
will receive one half hour of individual 
instruction daily at the school. In addi¬ 
tion, courses will be given in the main¬ 
tenance and repair of instruments. The 
1961 agenda will also include more time 
for the student to participate in recrea¬ 
tional activities. 

Staff for the music clinic includes the 
following well known musicians and 
conductors: 

Captain F. M. McLeod of Calgary, Di- 
l ector of Music, Lord Strathcona’s Horse 
Band, will bVim-bharge of Bandmaster 
training. In co-operation with the Clinic 
Director, Mr. D. J. Peterkin, he will re¬ 
hearse the 50 piece band. Captain Mc¬ 
Leod is well known from his attendance 
at previous clinics and is famous 
throughout Canada for his direction of 
the various Army bands under his

Mr. L. W. Echols of Indiana, U.S.A., 
will teach at the Clinic for the second 
time. Mr. Echols will come here from 
Maritimes and during the week following 
the Provincial Clinic, he will be teaching 
similar courses in Duquesne University, 
Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Martin Boundy will be in charge 
of the String Orchestra and comes here 
backed by a fine reputation as a Band 
and Orchestra Director. In 1960, he gave 
a conducting demonstration at the Uni¬ 
versity of Wisconsin. Mr. Boundy is 
conductor of the London Symphony Or¬ 
chestra and of the London Catholic Cen¬ 
tral Schools Band. 


The following instructors are members 
of the Lord Strathcona’s Horse Band. 

B/WO W. Thomas, clarinet, seems al¬ 
ways to have held the position of solo 
clarinet. In addition to playing in the 
above band, he was soloist of the Royal 
Tank Corps, Welsh Guards and Royal 
Canadian Engineers. In a civilian capa¬ 
city, he has played for various BBC or¬ 
chestras and with the Calgary Philhar¬ 
monic. 

B/Sgt. Eric Whiteside, tuba and string 
bass, was a member of the famous Irish 
Guards and now plays string bass with 
the Strathcona’s and the Calgary Phil¬ 
harmonic. 


B/Sgt. Harry Pinchin, trumpet, studied 
at the Royal Conservatory of Music, To¬ 
ronto, and in 1953, he joined the band 
of the Canadian Guards. He is now prin¬ 
cipal trumpet of the Calgary Philhar¬ 
monic and is President and Musical Di¬ 
rector of the Gilbert and Sullivan Opera 
Company of Calgary. 

Mr. Rien Schipper, clarinet, studied 
in Holland and received his state diplo¬ 
ma of Music from the Government of 
the Netherlands. He came to Canada 
and joined the P.P.C.L.I. Band in 1953. 
Mr. Schipper has been the principal 
clarinet player in the band since 1956.

National Award 
To Edmonton 
For Second Year 

For the second consecutive year the 
Edmonton Public Library has won the 
Julia Wright Merrill award for the best 
annual report to be published during 
the year. This award is open to all 
libraries in Canada and is given to the 
library which, in the opinion of a panel 
of judges appointed by the Canadian Li¬ 
brary Association, publishes the most 
noteworthy account of its performance 
during the past year. The Edmonton 
production was praised for its all-round 
excellence as well as the good perform¬ 
ance reported. To take first place for 
two years running is quite an achieve¬ 
ment. 

The award itself was made during the 
Canadian Library Association Confer¬ 
ence, which was held in St. Andrews, 
N.B., this year, and was received by 
Miss Aleta Vikse, Head of Branch Serv¬ 
ices at the Edmonton Public Library. 

The primary purpose of annual re¬ 
ports is to tell the people the library 
serves what was accomplished during 
any particular year, and any award such 
as this is a by-product. However, na¬ 
tional recognition is a rather pleasant 
bonus to have, and the staff of the Ed¬ 
monton Public Library, will no doubt be 
very pleased with the results of their 
efforts. 

Lack of Staff

Of Jasper Story 

For the first time in six years the 
popular and renowned summertime out¬ 
door spectacle, “THE JASPER STORY” 
will not be performed.

APPLICATIONS NOW BEING ACCEPTED 
FOR RECREATION IN-SERVICE COURSE 


The 1961 Recreation In-Service Course 
offered by the Recreation and Cultural 
Development Branch will commence Sep¬ 
tember 15. First, second and third year 
courses will be made available with a 
limited number being accepted for the 
first year instruction. Preference will 
be given to persons over the age of 21 
years who are employed full time in 
the recreation field. All applicants must 
have a minimum grade eleven educa¬ 
tion and have received training at the 
activity level, such as attendance at the 
Recreation Leadership School. 

Fees for Alberta residents are $70.00 
for the first year and $50.00 each for 
the remaining two years. Out-of-prov- 
ince candidates pay $120.00 for the first 
year and $90.00 for the other two years. 

The cost of the course covers a six 
month correspondence course in which 
monthly reports are submitted relating 
to the study material and the work in 
the community. Texts are supplied by 
the Branch. 

Also included in the tuition is a two- 
week seminar for first year students and 
eight-day seminars for second and third 
year students. Room and board at the 
college is included in the tuition fee. 

Instructors for the correspondence 
school include: 

Dr. E. J. Tyler, Professor of Psycholo¬ 
gy, Barndon College. Dr. Tyler obtained 
his Ph.D. from the University of Utah 
and is a former director of the Y.M.C.A. 

David Critchley, Association Execu¬ 
tive Director, Council of Community 
Services at Edmonton. Mr. Critchley is 
a graduate of the Toronto School of 
Social Work and has had extensive ex¬ 
perience in private and public recrea¬ 
tion programs. 

W. Dymianiw, Director of Physical 
Education, East glen High School, Ed¬ 
monton. A graduate of the University 
of Alberta Physical Education school, 
Mr. Dymianiw received his experience 
with the City of Edmonton and the 
Y.M.C.A. 

Two members of the Recreation and 
Cultural Development Branch are also 
assisting in the course. Walter H. 
Kaasa, Director of the Branch, and Miss 
E. McFarland, Community Programs Su¬ 
pervisor, will be working with students 
during the coming year.

Training Program 
For Play Leaders 
Held at Red Deer 

A total of 72 candidates representing 
25 Alberta communities attended the 
Playground Leaders course held at Red 
Deer June 26-July 1. 

The fully residential course for first 
and second year candidates covered lead¬ 
ership, philosophy and techniques, crafts 
and music, dramatics, and team and 
group games. First aid and day camps 
were also covered at the concentrated 
school. A part of the training dealt 
with the practical aspects of playground 
leadership and discussion groups were 
arranged. 

Many of the leaders have returned to 
their community and are now supervis¬ 
ing recreational activities. As a result 
of the training received at the school 
they are qualified to outline a more com¬ 
prehensive program designed for resi¬ 
dents of all ages. It is expected that all 
members of the community will co-oper¬ 
ate with these future leaders to gain 
maximum benefit from the program.

ATHLETIC SURVEY 
OF COMMUNITIES 
PROGRESSING WELL 

A questionnaire drawn up by the Ath¬ 
letic and Outdoor Education Division of 
the Rrecreation and Cultural Develop 
ment Branch has been distributed to 375 
municipal secretary-treasurers through¬ 
out Alberta. The survey is designed to 
create a clear picture of the athletic 
and outdoor recreation situation in the 
province and a guide for further ar¬ 
rangements by the branch.

As the program of the Athletics and 
Outdoor Education division will be based 
largely on the results of the question¬ 
naire, all secretary-treasurers are urged 
to complete and return the form as soon 
as possible.
